NOT YOUR PROPS 

Suburban moms tell Paul Gazelka they don’t want an apology for protests 


O n Friday, Minnesota Sen¬ 
ate Majority Leader Paul 
Gazelka (R-East Gull Lake) 
appeared at a press confer¬ 
ence to discuss what had 
been a big week in a big month in a big 
year for the state of Minnesota—in just 
about the worst way possible. 

The police killing of George Floyd trig¬ 
gered days of protest, unrest, and further 
violent interactions between participants, 
media, and cops. 

Gazelka touched on some of the learn¬ 
ing he said he’d done over the past few 
days in order to better address a hurting 
state. He’d met with “black pastors” and 
the MAD DADS (Men Against Destruc¬ 
tion - Defending Against Drugs and Social 
Disorder) of Minneapolis. 

Through this outreach and his own cre¬ 
ative soul-searching, Gazelka had found 
the real victims here. Directing his remarks 
to Gov. Tim Walz, whom the Senate leader 
faulted for not calling in the Nation Guard 


sooner, Gazelka said: 

“Can somebody apologize to the people 
of Minnesota for not protecting the people 
of Minnesota? Where’s the apology to the 
moms out in the suburbs scared to death 
about what’s happening all around them 
and seeingthe glowingfire in Minneapolis- 
St. Paul?” 

Quite a few moms apparently heard 
Gazelka’s plea on their behalf. That same 
day, dozens piped up on Twitter. One sen¬ 
timent was pretty consistent: Gazelka 
could take his whining on their behalf 
and shove it. 

They didn’t need an apology, they 
tweeted, most using the hashtag “#iama- 
suburbanmom.” They needed “meaningful 
legislation to address systemic racism and 
police brutality.” They needed “action.” 
They needed “change.” 

They are more afraid of violence or 
death at the hands of police officers than 
protesters. 

“I am a mom out in the suburbs. I am 


not scared. I am mad as hell that another 
Black man was killed by police in MN. 
Focus your energy on fixing the system 
that allowed that to happen. I’ll be out 
here in the burbs teaching my kid not to 
be a racist,” one tweeted. 

Some accused Gazelka of “dog-whis¬ 
tling,” quietly pandering to the baser 
instincts of his audience. And a few were 
resentful of the fact that the dogs in this 
scenario would be them. 

Some of those suburban moms hap¬ 
pened to be Gazelka’s fellow legislators, 
and they weren’t exactly pleased, either. 

Gazelka says this was simply a case of 
one soundbite being blown out of pro¬ 
portion. 

“It’s an election year, and it was taken 
out of context,” he says. 

He is right about one thing: Suburban 
moms have proven to be a powerful voting 
bloc in recent years, one that has shown 
increased disenchantment with the Repub¬ 
lican party, especially over issues like gun

control. In many mom-led groups, Gazelka 
has already become a prime candidate for 
replacement, as plan after plan to reduce 
gun violence has sputtered and died in the 
Republican-controlled Senate. 

During his press conference, Gazelka 
assured the audience change was com¬ 
ing regarding law enforcement, but not 
to expect it within the “next week.”

Midtown Global Market evicts Holy Land for family’s 
hate speech

oly Land CEO Majdi Wadi’s 
apology began like so many 
others. 

“It has come to our atten¬ 
tion that a team member of 
the Holy Land posted racial slurs onto 
social media prior to beginning employ¬ 
ment with us,” Wadi wrote on Holy Land’s 
Facebook the morning of June 4. “We 
were not aware of these posts.” 

The message continues in this (unfor¬ 
tunately all too familiar) way: They don’t 
tolerate this behavior, it goes against their 
beliefs, their mission is to promote diversity 
and equality for all. 

Then the second paragraph hit with a 


plot twist for the ages: 

“As the current CEO of Holy Land, I 
regret to inform my valued customers 
that the specific team member is my own 
daughter.” That would be Lianne Wadi, 
who acted as Holy Land’s catering director; 
the popular mediterranean deli, grocer, 
and restaurant has locations in northeast 
Minneapolis, MSP Airport’s Terminal 1, 
and (until very recently) Midtown Global 
Market. 

Lianne’s now-deleted Instagram post 
could still be seen on Reddit at press time, 
as could an apology posted to Instagram 
in the early hours of June 4. She thanked 
those who brought it to her attention. 


adding that she’s “deeply mortified and 
disgusted” by those comments. 

“I was ateenager atthetime (althoughmy 
youth is not an excuse) and wasn’t educated 
on how the words I chose would affect and 
offend others, including myself... I have 
challenged myself to unlearn the behavior 
that society led me to believe was okay,” 
she wrote. 

Majdi said he doesn’t believe the post is 
an accurate refiection of who his daughter 
is now, and said they’re using this moment 
to implement additional training and educa¬ 
tion on cultural awareness for employees. 

That appeared to be the end of it. 

Except it wasn’t just the one Insta¬ 
gram post. People also unearthed tweets 
appearing to belong to Lianne (the account, 
@LianneWadi, has been deleted) that sure 
make it look like she has expressed hatred 
for everyone who is: Black, Jewish, gay, or 
fat. The account is also pro-Hitler. 

“Anything involving the n****r we call 
our president 0” one tweet reads. 

Another: “My dad& workers: at least 
were not n*****s #classic.” 


She also appears to have retweeted a 
fake Hitler account, resharing comments 
like “Holy shit. I just realized. Blacks are 
just as bad as Jews #GasEmAll” and “Top 
3 races you wish to eliminate. Ready, go! 
Jews, blacks, and the fats.” 

“Not only as a CEO, but as a father, it 
is my duty and responsibility to ensure 
my family and Holy Land team members 
all demonstrate high integrity and moral 
compass guidelines,” Majdi Wadi wrote 
on Facebook. ‘We will now work, harder 
than before, to better ourselves through 
education, volunteering, and open conversa¬ 
tion and forums with all our community to 
ensure we leave a positive impact.” 

It remains unclear how those plans would 
be carried out by a guy whose daughter has 
taken his—and his family’s—overt racism 
to Twitter, repeatedly. 

By later that afternoon. Midtown Global 
Market—which houses one of Holy Land’s 
two Minneapolis locations—had stepped up, 
issuing a short but effective public statement 

“Midtown Global Market is exercising its 
rights as landlord to immediately close the 
Holy Land Grocery, Butcher Shop, & Deli 
and terminate their lease,” the Facebook 
post reads. 

That’s it. End of discussion. Decision: 
made. 

“The comments on those posts do NOT 
in any way refiect those of the Midtown 
Global Market,” management of Midtown 
Global Market elaborated in a statement. 
“In fact, they are in direct opposition to 
the reason Midtown Global Market was 
created and opened in 2006: to be a shared 
community space and cultural center that 
celebrates the diversity of its business 
owners, guests, and visitors.” 

They continued: “In no way does Mid¬ 
town Global Market tolerate any words, 
actions, or activity that do not support 
our global community.” 

Lianne Wadi appeared as a guest on 
WCCO on the evening of June 4 to answer 
for those posts, where she said they don’t 
refiect the kind of person she is an 5 miore. 
“Those statements were made a longtime 
ago, and like, I was at a different place in 
my life,” Lianne said. That clip is avail¬ 
able online. 

Some of the Global Market’s vendors 
have reopened to offer neighborhood resi¬ 
dents produce and meals as they “rebuild 
and heal” following the protests on Lake 
Street. They’re also accepting donations 
via GoFundMe—like so many other Min¬ 
neapolis businesses you can help save right 
now. 03 
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DEFUNDING BEGINS 

First Avenue, Walker Art Center, schools: List cutting ties with MPD grows

O n May 27, the University 
of Minnesota announced 
it was no longer contract¬ 
ing with the Minneapolis 
Police Department for large 
events. Minneapolis Public Schools voted 
to terminate its MPD contract June 2. The 
Minneapolis Park & Recreation Board 
was next on June 3, voting unanimously 
Things keep going this way, and those 
boys in blue might just end up in the red. 

It’s not only our public institutions, 
but cultural ones: Also on June 3, First 


Avenue announced that “for the safety of 
[their] guests, artists, and staff,” they will 
no longer contract security with off-duty 
officers through the MPD. 

“We will instead work with local orga¬ 
nizations who represent our community, 
and who will protect and affirm Black and 
Brown lives,” their announcement read. 
“The murder of George Floyd has made 
it abundantly clear that the presence of 
off-duty MPD officers at our events will 
not guarantee the safety of our patrons 
and does not support our community or 


our values as an organization.” 

The announcement came hours after 
the Walker Art Center said that it too will 
stop contracting with MPD for special 
events, “until the MPD implements mean¬ 
ingful change by demilitarizing training 
programs, holding officers accountable 
for the use of excessive force, and treat¬ 
ing communities of color with dignity 
and respect.” 

Even law firm Dorsey & Whitney is 
ending its prosecutorial pro bono program, 
instead shifting those efforts toward com¬ 


munity work. They’ve been prosecuting 
misdemeanor cases brought by the Min¬ 
neapolis City Attorney’s Office for more 
than 40 years, accordingto BloombergLaw. 

More organizations released state¬ 
ments to the same effect, including the 
Minneapolis Institute of Art, the Metro 
Sports Council, and the YWCA. The list 
continues to grow. 

Of course, the question now is: What 
does this look like moving forward? 

The school district has to devise a new 
safety plan by August 18. The Parks and 
Rec resolution blocks park police officers 
from responding to Minneapolis police 
calls... but spokeswoman Dawn Som¬ 
mers told the Star Tribune they’d still 
respond to urgent situations outside of 
their jurisdiction. 

“If there a critical emergency or some- 
thingbig... our officers are sworn to protect 
people,” Sommers said. “They are going 
to respond when somebody needs help.” 

The language in the Walker’s state¬ 
ment is similarly squishy. They’re calling 
for demilitarization, but not abolition, of 
the force. (“What do you mean until?” 
one Instagram commenter asked. “Just 
divest.”) 

The city of Minneapolis itself may also 
someday be finished with the MPD, if the 
pledge by nine City Council members on 
Sunday to dismantle the department and 
install alternatives holds up. 

The road to eliminating the police isn’t 
easy, or short. But few know the gravity of 
this consideration better than Mahmoud 
Abuma 5 ^aleh, owner of Cup Foods, the 
corner store at 38th Street and Chicago 
Avenue where the call to police that killed 
George Floyd originated. In a Facebook 
post, Abumayyaleh explained that it’s 
state policy to call it in when a business 
thinks it’s found a counterfeit bill—and 
that they’d nonetheless no longer keep 
doing so. 

‘Work within your communities to find 
alternatives to policing, until the point that 
local and state officials decide to seriously 
hold police accountable once and for all,” 
Abuma 5 ^aleh wrote. “We will continue 
fighting with our south Minneapolis 
community until justice is served, not 
only for George Floyd, Ahmaud Arbery, 
and Breonna Taylor, but for everybody 
who is affected by police violence in our 
country.” 03

COMEDIANS 
IN THE COMMUNITY 

Shay Webbie has organized a massive 
food bank in St. Paul

I f you’ve driven by the corner of Lex¬ 
ington and Central in St. Paul over 
the past several days, chances are 
you’ve seen a line of people wrapped 
around the block, waiting for food 
and other supplies. That’s because of 
comedian Shay Webbie. 

In less than one week, Webbie, a 
standup comic who typically uses her 
voice to make people laugh, has used 
her voice to bring together her fellow 
comics and volunteers of all backgrounds 
to create a massive food bank that has 
fed thousands of community members. 

“It’s been a positive vibe,” she says 
of the miniature city that has sprouted 
up to help people whose grocery stores 
were destroyed this past week. “It’s been 
beautiful. People are crying tears of hap¬ 
piness. It’s been so good to see everybody 
step up together for humanity.” 

Webbie says the inspiration for the 
food bank started when she attended a 
rally for George Floyd. 

“I went to the rally the day after George 
Floyd was murdered with Pastor Carmen 
Means, and I met with my sister [fellow 
comic] Ashli Henderson. She wanted to 


start a food pantry in Minneapolis that 
Friday, and then Saturday I decided to 
start mine in St. Paul,” she explains. 

“We went from two tents to a whole 
field of supplies and volunteers in just a 
couple of days, and a lot of that is thanks 
to my comedy family for stepping up.” 

One of those comics is Ali Sultan, who 
started off gathering donations for Web¬ 
bie, but quickly ended up as her right- 
hand man. 

“I was out at 38th and Chicago for a 
protest and saw that Shay was there col¬ 
lecting,” he says. “I donated an 5 Thingthat 
I could personally. Food, cash, whatever. 
Then I decided it would be good to try 
and help other people do this too. So I 
called a couple more comics and put it 
out on Facebook, and we started to gather 
up supplies and brought out some tables 
and a tent. That made it more official, 
and since that day it’s just grown from 
a few people to the whole block in like 
one second.” 

By Webbie’s count, the number of 
people served is well over 2,000. While 
the rest of the country is hearing more 
about the destruction happening in

CURFEW MUSIC 

White noise and Black street life soundtracked the 
nights of south Minneapolis last week

T he Black Hawkhelicopter buzz 
never quite resolves into an 
ambient thrum. Its rippling 
abrasions are constant but 
never consistent, refusing to 
settle into a pattern of tones your brain could 
comfortably process as background clamor, 
could survey as aural wallpaper, could switch 
off in response to; whenever that seems 
near-possible, the chopper swoops up, or 
down, in altitude or volume, or maybe veers 
off entirely, abandoningyour keyed-up ears 
to strain through the silence for some new 
din to replace it. 

This was the lullaby of south Minne¬ 
apolis last week, the soundtrack for the 
poorly paced parody of an action flick 
taking place on the ground, where either 
militia-drilled white supremacist arsonists 
or jo 5 n:*iding out-state jackasses (as if those 
two groups don’t well overlap) whipped 
intermittently around the corners of our 
curfew-emptied streets one step ahead of 
the cops or the National Guard. The previ¬ 


ous nights’ fires on Lake Street were now 
at most wisps; the protesters who’d held 
the streets for so long were now rounded 
up instantaneously at the stroke of curfew. 
Much of Minneapolis was abandoned to 
tire squeals and belated sirens and strings 
of firecracker pops that occasionally may 
even have been the gunshots at least one 
person in your Facebook neighborhood 
watch group invariably took them for. 

For those of us who live in cities to avoid 
silence, who find audible evidence of our 
fellow humans comforting, last week’s 
martial imposition of stillness was no gift. 
Whatever activity you heard, no matter how 
harmless, was per se illegal. The sound of 
nothing happening was now perpetually 
the sound of something about to happen 
forming a future memory of something that 
never quite happened. Is a city blanketed 
in state-enforced quiet even still a city? 

And yet, just blocks away from this hush, 
from this lack, urban life remained—renewed 
and reborn on a site of pain. Unofficially 


exempt from curfew, blocked off from 
vehicle traffic, the intersection of 38th 
Street and Chicago Avenue, where Derek 
Chauvin slowly choked the life away from 
George Floyd, had evolved from amakeshift 
memorial into a sanctuary, an autonomous 
zone, a city within a city, as Black mourners 
and protesters and residents established 
that the space belonged to them by spiritual 
right and by communal necessity. 

If they could set aside delusions of hooded 
saboteurs, news crews and conspiracy-mon¬ 
gers looking for ‘"anarchy” could’ve seen 
it laid out here in plain sight—not chaos, 
but unregulated, cooperative, improvisa¬ 
tory life. Hair was cut. Food was cooked. 
Supplies were distributed. Respects were 
paid. Flowers were laid. Hands were san¬ 
itized. Payment was refused. Work was 
done. Bodies milled comfortably or settled 
into chairs or onto curbs. Younger visitors 
circulating in groups eyed each other—no 
sharp lines were drawn between between 
mourning and flirting and organizing and 
just plain hanging. The governing spirit 
that held this space together demanded 
nothing but respect—for the man whose 
death sanctified it, and for the Black lives 
that continued on. 

The color and variety of the visual art— 
the homemade tributes, the abundance of 
flowers, the spread of murals—may capture 
your attention first, but George Floyd Square 
is also awash in music. One night an EDM 


mix is rustling an unselfconscious clump of 
dancers into movement; on another, pass- 
ersby are somewhat perplexed by but not 
antagonistic to an electronically modulated 
saxophone grinding solos over looped tracks. 

The Speedway’s parking lot is a dance¬ 
floor-careful about the gas pumps—and 
some mobile DJs from KMO J must have 
known how “Move Bitch” would hit the 
crowd. Across America, the old Ludacris 
hit has become the unofficial anthem of the 
Black Lives Matter movement, and when 
we have time to recollect on all this maybe 
we’ll trace how American protest developed 
from the unyielding, solemn solidarity of 
“We Shall Not Be Moved” to the gleeful 
impatience of Luda’s bow-throwing get- 
out-the-ways. DaBaby’s “Suge” cuts into 
the mix, its beat calling for bodies to make 
suddenmoves, its insistence on unruly physi- 
cality and kinetic unpredictability its own 
kind of protest. On a stage farther down 
Chicago, spoken word performance gives 
way to earnest conscious rapping. These 
songs, these beats, these approaches aren’t 
in competition. But they don’t harmonize 
either, don’t beat-match with each other 
like some ace DJ’s mastermix. They just 
share the space. 

As did the music of faith: Amplified gospel 
securing its niche on Sunday morning, a 
Christian singer-songwriter captivating a 
small crowd, arms raised and socially distant, 
on Monday night. And yet the most spiritu¬ 
ally transported experience I witnessed was 
a middle-aged African-American woman, 
swept up bodily into the opening chords of 
Leonard Cohen’s “Hallelujah,” which rose 
out of a baby grand piano incongruously 
transported to the middle of a city street. 
She was surrounded by the music before 
she ever sang a word. 

Few songs have been as thoroughly 
scuffed up and redefined, or cheapened 
through overexposure, as “Hallelujah.” 
Cohen’s knotty psychosexual Jewish blues 
was first stripped of its sardonic veneer by 
the expansive singer Jeff Buckley, who set 
the melody aloft as a vehicle of rampant 
self-expression till it became a21st-century 
“Send in the Clowns” for televised singing 
contests, even a hokey a cappella Christmas 
carol. Butyou could hear its essence here—a 
human voice recognizing that to process 
pain you must somehow dignify it through 
memory and beautify your response to it. I 
couldn’t hear the words this woman sang, 
beyond the inescapable “halleluljah” that 
means all things to all people, but I could 
hear her connect with the melody. Maybe it 
really all is in the major fall, the minor lift.[H

I s it a red flag or sign ofdeeper attach¬ 
ment or commitment issues if your 
long-term partner never tells you 
he loves you? 

I Ve heard people describe relationships

While health officials in most places are 
urging all to only have sex with people we 
live with—mom and dad excepted—over 
in the Netherlands health officials are 
advising single and horny Dutch people 
to find “sex buddies.”

The circumcision rate among new¬ 
born boys has been falling for decades, 
and now only a little more than half of 
boys are circumcised at birth. So even 
if boys were comparing their dicks in 
locker rooms—and they’re not—your son 
wouldn’t be alone. And for the record: 
The American Academy of Pediatrics 
doesn’t recommend the procedure, and 
the supposed health benefits—lower risks 
for urinary tract infections and some 
sexually transmitted infections—aren’t 
a convincing argument in favor of the 
routine circumcision of male infants. And 
while the complication rate is low (1.5%), 
those complications can range from eas¬ 
ily treatable infections to “amputation of 
the glans,” “necrosis of the penis,” and 
“death.” Risking your son’s life and most 
important limb to spare him a moment’s 
awkwardness in a locker room seems 
unreasonable to me—particularly since 
your son can’t consent.
